President’s decaying 
coalition leaves voters 
looking for alternatives 


Washington 

President Obama’s winning coali- 
tion from 2008 has crumbled, and 
his core backers are dispirited. It’s 
now Republicans who stand to ben- 
efit from an electorate that’s again 
craving change. 

Nearly two years after putting 
Obama in the White House, one- 
quarter of those who voted for the 
Democrat are defecting to the GOP 
or considering voting against the 
party in power this fall. Just half of 
them say they definitely will show 
up Nov. 2, according to an Associat- 
ed Press-Knowledge Networks poll 
released two weeks before Obama’s 
first midterm elections. 

Yet in a reflection of broad dissatis- 
faction with politics, just as many peo- 
ple who backed Republican presiden- 
tial nominee John McCain are either 
supporting Democrats now or still 
considering how to vote. Still, McCain 
voters — to borrow Obama’s campaign 
rallying cry — are far more “fired up, 
ready to go.” Two-thirds say they are 
certain to vote next month. 

It’s a wide enthusiasm gap that’s 
buoying Republicans, who are poised 
for big electoral gains, and worrying 
Democrats, who are seeking to hang

American Indian 
government may see 
first female president 

Window Rock, Ariz. 

Lynda Lovejoy walks past throngs 
of parade-goers in her traditional, 
crushed velvet dress and mocca- 
sins, her campaign button on the 
sleeve. Speaking through a micro- 
phone, she says she’ll bring fresh 
perspective to the Navajo govern- 
ment if elected president. 

Her supporters shout, “You 
go, girl!” 

Others at the parade in Window 
Rock clearly don’t want to see her 
at the helm of the country’s larg- 
est American Indian reservation. 
“I hope you lose,” one man shouts, 
then covers his mouth and ducks 
into the crowd. Another woman 
declares support for Lovejoy’s oppo- 
nent: “We want Ben Shelly. Women 
belong in the kitchen.” 

No woman has served as Nava- 
jo president, although the matri- 
archal society has strong rever- 
ence for women as caretakers and 
heirs to everything from home site 
leases to sheep. When introducing 


Tradition’s Footing 

Men long have been the leaders 
of Navajo people and traditionally 
consulted with women in the com- 
munities as equals. Navajos see 
each person as having female and 
male aspects that create balance. 
Philmer Bluehouse, a traditional 
peacekeeper, said those who believe 
women can’t be president likely are 
looking to a Navajo tale of a female 
who was given a leadership post but 
became angry and controlling, (ap) 


themselves, Navajos start with their 
mother’s clan name. 

With Lovejoy garnering twice 
as many votes as any of the 10 
men and a second woman in a 
recent primary, the Navajo Nation 
appears closer than ever to elect- 
ing a woman as its leader. But that 
doesn’t mean Lovejoy’s candidacy 
is widely accepted as she and Shelly 
approach the Nov. 2 election. 

“She’s my opposition,” Shelly 
said. “She’s in my way of my goal, 
my presidency. I’ve gotta beat her.”

Warrensburg, Mo. 

Zach Neff is all high-fives as he 
walks through his college campus 
in western Missouri. The 27-year- 
old with Down syndrome hugs 
most everybody, repeatedly. 

“I told Zach we are putting him 
on a hug diet — one to say hello 
and one to say goodbye,” said Joyce 
Downing, who helped start a new 
program at the University of Cen- 
tral Missouri that serves students 


with disabilities. 

The hope is that polishing up 
on social skills — such as living 
in residence halls and going to 
classes with non-disabled class- 
mates — will help students like 
Neff be more independent and get 
better jobs. 

Now, students with Down syn- 
drome, autism and other conditions 
that can result in intellectual dis- 
abilities are leaving high school 
more prepared than ever and ready 


for the next step: college. 

Eight years ago, disability advo- 
cates were able to find only four pro- 
grams on university campuses that 
allowed students with intellectu- 
al disabilities to experience college 
life. As of last year, there were more 
than 250 spread across more than 
three dozen states and two Canadi- 
an provinces, said Debra Hart, head

Oil Change Reignites GPS Debate 


Privacy concerns rise 
over right of gov’t to 
use tracking devices 

San Francisco 

Yasir Afifi, a 20 -year- old comput- 
er salesman and community col- 
lege student, took his car in for an 
oil change earlier this month, and 
his mechanic spotted an odd wire 
hanging from the undercarriage. 

The wire was attached to a 
strange magnetic device that puz- 
zled Afifi and the mechanic. They 
freed it from the car and posted 
images of it online, asking for help 


in identifying it. 

Two days later, FBI agents 
arrived at Afifi’s Santa Clara apart- 
ment and demanded the return of 
their property — a global position- 
ing system tracking device now at 
the center of a raging legal debate 
over privacy rights. 

“By holding that this kind of 
surveillance doesn’t impair an indi- 
vidual’s reasonable expectation of 
privacy, the panel hands the govern- 
ment the power to track the move- 
ments of every one of us, every day 
of our lives,” wrote Alex Kozinski, 
the chief judge of the 9th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, in a blister- 
ing dissent in which a three-judge

panel from his court ruled that 
search warrants weren’t necessary 
for GPS tracking. 

George Washington Univer- 


sity law professor Orin Kerr said 
the issue boils down to public vs. 
private. As long as the GPS devic- 
es are attached to vehicles on pub- 
lic roads, Kerr believes the U.S. 
Supreme Court will decide no war- 
rant is needed. 

All of which makes Afifi’s law- 
yer pessimistic that he has much of 
a chance to file a successful law- 
suit challenging the FBI’s actions. 
Afifi is represented by Zahra Billoo 
of the Council on American-Islam- 
ic Relations, the country’s largest 
Islamic civil rights group. 

“Yasir hasn’t done anything to 
warrant that kind of surveillance,” 
Billoo said, (ap)

Iran Open to Nuclear Talks, Leader Says 


No time frame is set 
to renew discussions 
of nation’s program 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran’s president on Sunday endorsed 
the idea of new talks with the inter- 
national community over his coun- 
try’s nuclear program, while warn- 
ing that negotiations would fail if 
the West does not clearly come out 
against Israel’s suspected nucle- 
ar arsenal. 


The talks foundered a year ago, 
and months later, the U.N. imposed 
a fourth round of sanctions on 
Iran over its refusal to halt ura- 
nium enrichment — a program 
the West is concerned masks Ira- 
nian ambitions for making nucle- 
ar weapons. 

Iran denies the charge and 
says its nuclear program is only 
for peaceful purposes. 

Mahmoud Ahmadinejad said 
Iran is ready to resume the talks 
and added that the West had taken 
the first step. 


Meanwhile ••• 

Ayad Allawi, the leader of the Iraqi 
bloc that came first in March 7 elec- 
tions, accused Iran on Sunday of 
trying to destabilize Iraq and ma- 
nipulate the political process. In a 
television interview, Allawi, a secu- 
lar Shiite, accused Iran of foment- 
ing unrest in Iraq and Lebanon, and 
among Palestinians. He said Mid- 
east nations are “falling victim to 
... terrorists who are definitely Iran- 
financed." (ap)

“They have come and said. We 
will negotiate,”’ Ahmadinejad said 
at a rally.

Somali Pirates Take 43 Hostages 


Seoul, South Korea 

Somali pirates have hijacked a 
South Korean-operated fishing 
boat with 43 sailors, Seoul’s For- 
eign Ministry said Sunday. 

Two South Koreans, two Chi- 
nese and 39 Kenyans were aboard 
the 241-ton Kenya-registered trawl- 
er when it was attacked Oct. 9 in 
the waters off Kenya’s Lamu Island, 
South Korea’s Foreign Ministry 
said in a statement. 

It wasn’t immediately known 
whether negotiations with the 
pirates had begun or whether they 
were demanding a ransom. 

South Korean officials declined 
to provide details about the kid- 


napping, saying that might under- 
mine chances for the fishermen’s 
safe release. 

Seoul’s Yonhap news agency 
reported the ship had been fish- 
ing for crab in the area for about 
one month before being seized 
and taken to a pirate stronghold 
in northern Somalia. 

Yonhap said the area has been 
considered relatively safe because 
it is about 250 miles away from the 
nearest pirate base and Kenya’s 
navy regularly patrols the site. 

Noel Choong of the Interna- 
tional Maritime Bureau’s anti-pi- 
racy office in Malaysia could not 
immediately confirm the attack.

Haiti’s Costly Housing Reality 


Demand sends priees 
soaring as eountry 
struggles to rebuild 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

It’s two miles from where Domi- 
nique Tombeau lives today to the 
house he dreams about at night, but 
the road runs straight uphill. 

Nine months after the teach- 
er’s home collapsed in front of his 
wife and 4-year-old son, the fam- 
ily and three in-laws are stuck 
under a plastic tarp. All he wants 
is to move up, but every place he 
can even consider costs double or 
triple the $43 a month he used to 
pay in rent, even though he and 
everyone he knows has less money 
than ever. 

Haiti’s brittle housing supply 
was shattered by the Jan. 12 earth- 
quake, which destroyed an estimat- 
ed 110,000 homes and apartment 
buildings. Since then demand has 
soared, as the more than 1.5 million 
people who lost their homes com- 
pete for new ones at the bottom end 
of the market, and a rising tide of 
foreigners from the U.N. and aid 
groups flood in from the top. 

The result: There are not 
enough houses and not enough 
money for people to rent the ones 
still standing. 

Before the quake, many con-

Meeting documents said that 
85 percent of people displaced by 
the quake could be returned to 
neighborhoods if their homes are 
repaired or rebuilt. Ten percent 
would be placed in new homes in 
the same area, with the remaining 
5 percent relocated. 

Doing just that, even at a cost of 
$10,000 per family, would require 
more than $5 billion — almost the 
total currently pledged for every- 
thing through next year, Bel- 
lerive said. 

Meanwhile, of the total pledged, 
less than 15 percent has been deliv- 
ered — and still none from the Unit- 
ed States.

400 Charities

A new ranking of the nation’s 400 
biggest charities shows donations 
dropped by 11 percent overall last 
year as the Great Recession ended 
— the worst decline in 20 years 
since the Chronicle of Philanthro- 
py began keeping a tally. 

The Philanthropy 400 report 
to be released Monday shows such 
familiar names as the United Way 
and the Salvation Army, both based 
near Washington, continue to dom- 
inate the rankings, despite the 2009 
declines. The survey accounts for 
$68.6 billion in charitable contri- 
butions. An earlier report by the 
Giving USA Foundation found 
overall charitable giving declined 
3.6 percent last year. 

“It shows that charities are real- 
ly having a tough time, and this is 
some of the most successful chari- 
ties in the United States,” Chronicle 
Editor Stacy Palmer said. “Usual- 
ly, bigger charities are more resil- 
ient, so that’s the part that is still 
surprising.” (ap) 


Bad paperwork may 
make thousands of 
home sales invalid

It seemed too good to be true: You 
bought a house in foreclosure at a 
fraction of the former price. Maybe 
you even knocked out a wall or two 
and remodeled with all the money 
you saved. 

But now thousands of foreclo- 
sures across the country may be 
invalid because of bank paperwork 
problems. Should you worry? 

“Anyone who’s purchased a 
foreclosed property in the last 
three years should really be con- 
cerned,” says George Babcock, 
a Providence, R.I., attorney who 
represents homeowners who have 
been foreclosed on. 

“They should call the attorney 
that did their closing and say, ‘Hey, 
do I have a problem?”’ 

Bank of America, JPMorgan 
Chase and other major lenders 
have frozen tens of thousands of 
foreclosures in at least some states 


while they review the paperwork 
for errors or mishandling. 

For homeowners, there are 
several questions to ask. But first, 
experts say, they should check to 
make sure they have title insur- 
ance, which protects the home- 
buyer from any claim on the prop- 
erty that surfaces after the deal 
has closed. 

Those claims can arise from 


unpaid taxes or legal glitches in 
the ownership documents. Most 
people who take out mortgages are 
required by their lenders to buy a 
policy. For those paying cash, it’s 
optional but highly advisable, espe- 
cially now. 

“If you’re a bona fide purchaser 
with title insurance and no knowl- 
edge of any irregularities in the 
transaction, courts are going to 


Now What? 

If they failed to make payments re- 
peatedly, evicted homeowners might 
not be able to afford their old homes 
anyway, something a judge would 
consider. They’re more likely to seek 
a large check than a return to a house 
with an outsized debt. The situation 
is murkier for people who bought 
their homes with cash and didn’t 
bother with title insurance, (ap) 


be extremely loath to set aside the 
sale,” says Diane Thompson, an 
attorney with the National Con- 
sumer Law Center. 

This new twist to the foreclo- 
sure crisis is no trivial matter for 
the large and growing number of 
people buying homes out of fore- 
closure. 

Foreclosure listing service Real- 
tyTrac Inc. says that nearly 250,000 
homes sold from April to June, or 
24 percent, were in foreclosure. In 
Nevada, it was 56 percent. Arizo- 
na was next with 47 percent and 
California third with 43 percent.

Levys’ Tragedy Lives On 


As trial begins, the parents of the slain D.C. intern can’t escape from their grief 


Modesto, Calif. 

The Levys had just finished a fam- 
ily vacation to Hershey, Pa. Robert 
Levy drove the rental car to Metro 
Center in the District, kissed his 
daughter, Chandra, on the head, 
said goodbye and headed to the 
airport with his wife. 

It was the last time Robert and 
Susan Levy would ever see their 
only daughter. 

A week later, about May 1, 2001, 
Chandra Levy went missing. Ever 
since, Robert Levy has been haunted 
by a feeling he had that evening, a feel- 
ing that he didn’t share with anyone. 

“Something inside of me knew it 
was going to be the last time I ever 
saw her. I just wish I had done some- 
thing. I wish I had said something,” 
Robert Levy said sitting next to 
Susan Levy in their ranch-style home 
in north-central California. 

The disclosure stunned his wife. 
“What? God damn it. I wish you 
had said something before now,” 
she said. 

Now, nine years after Chandra 
Levy’s disappearance and slaying, 
as her accused killer is set to stand 
trial Monday, the Levy family still 
can’t escape the grief, the nagging 
feelings, the anger and regret that 
come with the death of a child. 

The grieving parents 

Robert Levy, 64, said he is “pretty 
sure” that authorities have the man 
responsible for his daughter’s kill- 
ing. And he wants Ingmar Guan- 
dique to pay with his life while he’s 
locked up. “I would prefer someone 
take care of him in prison,” Robert 
Levy said. “He shouldn’t die right 
way. That would be too easy.” 

While Robert Levy ponders 
Guandique’s fate, his wife isn’t 
entirely convinced that the accused 
is guilty. Or whether former repre- 
sentative Gary A. Condit is entirely 
innocent, even though authorities

say he didn’t have anything to do 
with Chandra Levy’s death. 

Susan Levy still has a hard time 
with everything. Her husband can 
lose himself in 12- and 14-hour days 
at his oncology practice. Susan Levy, 
meanwhile, often stays home and 
admittedly “mopes” while caring 
for their feisty dachshund. Baba; 
aging golden retriever, California; 
and the couple’s two horses. 

‘A lot of pain’ 

When Susan Levy does leave the 
house, she can often be found at 
functions, mostly on the West 
Coast, for families of missing and 
slain children. 

Recently, Susan Levy and her 
friend Boni Driskill rallied in Sac- 
ramento for families of missing 
and slain children. Driskill’s adult 
daughter Laci was fatally shot in 
2003 when she was accidentally 


caught in a drive-by shooting. The 
women formed a nonprofit support 
group. Wings of Protection. 

Meeting so many grieving fam- 
ily members and seeing pictures 
of missing or slain children has 
taken its toll on Susan Levy. She 
doesn’t attend nearly as many ral- 
lies as she used to. 


“This is a lot of pain. It’s painful 
to see these children, but we have to 
make a difference,” she said. 

It doesn’t go away’ 

Robert Levy said he doesn’t plan to 
attend the trial and “sit around and 
be aggravated by the thing.” 

But Susan Levy plans on being

Liz Phair's 'FunstyLe' 
is a cringe-worthy 
try for a comeback 


CD Review 

We all felt it this summer: that 
moment of unbridled hope when 
word got out that Liz Phair had self- 
released a new album through her 
own website. And why shouldn’t 
our hopes be high? After all, if 
major-label influence is what 
altered the course of her career 
after 1993’s standout “Exile in 
Guyville” and 1994’s decent “Whip- 
Smart” (both on Matador), then 
maybe this would be a return to 
the Liz Phair we hoped was still 
under there, somewhere. 

But Phair’s new “Funstyle” 
is more of a disaster than any of 
her major-label pop records. And, 
even more surprisingly, the album 
is now getting a proper release 
by Rocket Science, coupled with 
tracks from Phair’s pre-“Exile” 
bedroom recordings, a collection 
called “Girlysound.” 

The real problem is there’s no 
editing on “Funstyle.” Every idea 
that could have sounded terrible on 
paper made it onto this release. She 
raps. She even has a song predict- 
ing the fact that people will hate 


this new album (“U Hate It”). 

In Phair’s defense, there are cer- 
tainly some songs on “Funstyle” 
that recall her earlier work. There’s 
still nothing as good as on 1998’s 
“Whitechocolatespaceegg,” but 
that just shows how bad the worst 
moments of “Funstyle” are, since 
they can make C-grade pop songs 
sound relatively amazing. 

The most interesting choice on 
“Funstyle” is the decision to release 
it with tracks from “Girlysound.” 
Those self-recorded tapes were 
traded among fans voracious-

ly throughout the ’90s, and the 
versions released here keep their 
charming 4-track tape hiss. 

What they show is how con- 
sistent Phair was back then; her 
relentless awkwardness is part of 
what makes “Girlysound” still so 
compelling. It’s nice to have these 
songs on a somewhat cleaned- 
up CD, but nothing here is essen- 
tial. Longtime Phair fans not only 
already have “Girlysound” — in its 
entirety, which this release isn’t — 
but they also have every note mem- 
orized.

The affection people had for “Leave 
It to Beaver” many years after the 
series ended was a source of both 
surprise and satisfaction for Bar- 
bara Billingsley, who endeared her- 
self to TV viewers with her gentle 
portrayal of the mother of Beaver 
and Wally. 

The 94-year-old Billingsley, who 
played June Cleaver in the 1950s- 
1960s television series, died Satur- 
day after a long illness at her home 
in Santa Monica, Calif, said family 
spokeswoman Judy Twersky. 

When the show debuted in 1957, 
Jerry Mathers, who played Beaver, 
was 9, and Tony Dow, who por- 
trayed Wally, was 12. Billingsley's

character, the perfect stay-at-home 
mom, was always there to gently 
but firmly nurture both through the 
ups and downs of childhood. 

“America’s favorite mother is 
now gone,” Dow said Saturday. “I 
feel very fortunate to have been 
her 'son’ for 11 years.” 

Billingsley's own two sons said 
she was pretty much the image of 
June Cleaver in real life, although 


the actress disagreed. 

“She was every bit as nurtur- 
ing, classy and lovely as June Cleav- 
er, and we were so proud to share 
her with the world,” her son Glenn 
Billingsley said Saturday. 

After “Leave It to Beaver” left 
the air in 1963, Billingsley large- 
ly disappeared from public view 
for several years. She resurfaced 
in 1980 in a cameo in “Airplane!” 
plajdng the demure passenger who 
volunteers to translate jive. 

In later years, she appeared in 
various TV roles and had a mem- 
orable comic turn opposite fellow 
TV moms June Lockhart of “Lass- 
ie” and Isabel Sanford of “The Jef- 
fersons” on “Roseanne.” 

“Now some people, they just 
associate you with that one role, 
and it makes it hard to do other 
things,” she once said. “But as far as 
I’m concerned, it’s been an honor.”
